WHAT GAMBEITA THINKS OF EUMNER.

We began by talking about Mr. Sumner's visit to
dambetta, and I found him in a great state of ad-
mirstion for the American orator.

in case of his death. Nothing more 1s feasible, In
my opinion. M. Thiers is quite aware—he has ex-
cellent means of obtaining correct information—of
the constantly growing nnpopularity of the present
Assembly in Frauce, Any atteimpt to ugurp cou-
sututionsl power on the part of that body woull
be bitterly resented throughout the length and
breadih of Frunee by all sincere republicans ; and I
think M, Thiers sees that the unpopularity of any
such attempt wouid be lelt by himself as well as by
the Asgembly.
